PRA Reports... 


Public Roads Administration re- 
ports that for every 100 cars on 
the road in the East in June, 1941, 
there were only 40 in June, 1943. 
For the Midwest and West, in the 
same months, the drop was from 
100 to 57. 

Comparable figures for June, 1942 
were 66 for the East and 76 for the 
remainder of the nation. The de- 
cline in gasoline tax returns in 
25 states, East and _ elsewhere, 
averaged 32 percent.

But $400,000,000 Parts Goal Must be Added to Industry’s War Output; 
As Rubber Stockpile Dips, PRA Reemphasizes Speed Control; 
Advance Payments on Terminated Contracts Planned 


War Production Board last week 
assured the Nation’s 30,000,000 and 
more motorists that sufficient vital 
new and reconditioned parts will be 
made available to keep essential cars 
rolling through 1944. Even the country’s 5,000,000 
vehicles 10 years and older will have been provided for 
in the parts replacement program, according to R. L. 
Vaniman, director of the Automotive division of WPB. 

Vaniman pointed out that to the automotive industry’s 
war-swollen annual production rate “must be added the 
production of over $400,000,000 worth of new parts per 
annum.” 

Declaring that not all of the problems concerned 
with the success of the parts program have yet been solved, 
Vaniman added that “the accomplishment of the industry 
in providing adequate replacement parts should be con- 
sidered in the light of the total war job the industry is 


doing.”

Strict observance of the national 35- 
mile speed limit offers the greatest 
promise of keeping the nation’s cars 
rolling for another year, according to 
Public Road Administration’s forth- 
coming report on a four-year investigation of passenger 
car tire wear and tire failure. Reiterating that speed is 
the most important factor determining the rate of tire 
wear and length of tire life, PRA noted that on the basis 
of relative wear, tire mileage at 65 mph would have been 
about 18,700 miles compared with 56,500 miles at 35 mph 
and as high as 69,500 miles at a maximum of 25 miles 
per hour. 

These figures should provide much food for thought, 
especially when it is pointed out that the national rubber 
stockpile is on a definite downgrade. Even more stringent 
steps must be taken, PRA hints, to see that essential auto- 
motive transportation stays on rubber. 

PRA also points out that highway engineers can aid 
in tire conservation by reducing abrasiveness of road sur- 
faces, and keeping roads and streets in good repair.

Illegal Sales Cited 
PHILADELPHIA. — Indivi- 
duals posing as dealers are buy- 
ing new cars and trucks from 
automobile dealers for resale, 
the Philadelphia Automobile 
Trade Assn. warned last week, 
emphasizing that such sales are 
violations of OPA and WPB 
regulations which hold the sell- 
ing dealer liable. PATA cau- 
tioned dealer-members to sell 
only to franchised dealers or to 
certificate-holding individuals. 


Steel Output Gains 

NEW YORK.—Steel produc- 
tion last week was scheduled at 
98.4 percent of capacity, or 


1,704,000 tons. This represents 
an increase of 0.1 percent over 
the preceding week, when sched- 
uled output was set at 1,702,200 
tons of steel ingots and castings. 


Gen. Johnson Resigns 


WASHINGTON. — Brig. Gen. 
Robert Wood Johnson resigned 
his Army commission last week. 
The head of Smaller War Plants 
Cerp. denied that he had had 
any specific disagreements with 
Army officials, but said that he 
thought “from here out” there 
would be increasing competition 
between war and civilian pro- 
duction for inadequate supplies 
of manpower and raw materials. 


Military Must Protect 
Home Front Vehicles .. . 


A story emanating from a Washington news bureau 
early last week under the heading “Army, Navy May 
Oppose WPB’s Program for $400 Million Automobile 
Parts for 1944” would infer that the armed forces will 
seek to cut the proposed replenishment of civilian re- 
placement parts stocks for next year. 


In stating that “the military and naval war produc- 
tion chiefs have been resisting consistently before the 
Requirements Committee the release of additional metals 
for civilian uses beyond the bare essentials’, this story 
only states a condition that has existed in Washington 
since the national emergency began. 


The military “resisted” the allotment of materials 
to build this year’s replacement parts stock—and it 
submitted to having its own production program “tail- 
ored” to fit the existing supply of material and produc- 
tion ability of the nation. It certainly will fight for the 
elimination of every non-essential use of either produc- 
tion facilities or material when the chiefs sit around 
the allotment board figuring out who gets which for 
next year.

been terminated have not been settled. Hundreds of these 
have been dragging along for upwards of six months. 
In many cases, the number of companies affected by a 
single contract cancellation is extremely large because of 
the extensive use of subcontractors. In connection with 
one contract for tanks for instance, it is estimated that 
some 1,300 subcontractors were affected. The Navy also 
has approximately 1,500 unsettled contracts that have 
been terminated with similar results. 

While a special section has been set up to hurry up 
this work and officials hope to clean up outstanding cases 
in another 60 days, Army officials see the need for addi- 
tional legislation that will permit the settling of these 
terminated contracts more speedily, especially as we draw 
nearer to the date of entire industrial demobilization.

Easing of Vehicle Tests 


Just a War 


NEW YORK.—Although some 
states this year and last eased in- 
spection requirements as a tem- 
porary wartime measure, there has 
been no trend toward abandon- 
ment of compulsory motor vehicle 
inspection laws. 


On the contrary, currently avail- 
able indices are interpreted by ob- 
servers as pointing toward more 
widespread adoption of such laws 
by both states and municipalities, 
as well as wider use of the govern- 
ment-owned and operated testing 
station system which has received 
most attention through its applica- 
tion in New Jersey, where Officials 
credit it with producing a reduc- 
tion in accidents and insurance 
rates. 


New Jersey last year changed 
its inspections from a_ semi- 
annual to an annual basis, but 
with emphasis that the move was 
purely because of war conditions. 

Connecticut, which had a state- 
owned and operated setup before 
the New Jersey program was 
adopted, dropped its semi-annual 
inspections last year as a war- 
time measure. Significantly, how- 
ever, bills which would have re- 


July New Sales 
In San Antonio 


At New Low 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—New car 
sales here during July were the 
lowest reported in many years, 
probably during the present his- 
tory of modern automotive mer- 
chandising, with only 61 units re- 
ported sold. This does not indicate 
a cleaning-out of dealer stocks, 
but rather a more conservative 
attitude on the part of the dealers, 
and reported on good authority is 
the statement that practically all 
dealers have sufficient cars, with 
sales continuing as at present, to 
elast them into next year. 

Sales, according to individual 
makes, were as follows: Buick, six; 
Chevrolet, 13 (and two trucks); 
DeSoto, one; Diamond T truck, 
one; Dodge, nine (and four trucks); 
Ford, three commercial units; 
GMC truck, five; Hudson, four; 
THC truck, one (and one commer- 
cial unit; Nash, one; Oldsmobile, 
three; Plymouth, four; Pontiac, 
one; and, Willys, one. Totals: 43 
cars, four commercial units and 14 
trucks, for a total of 61 sales. 

July sales during previous years 
were as follows: 1938—400; 1939— 
601: 1940—912; 1941—1052; 1942— 
146. 

Service and parts operations con- 
tinue very good, and used car 
sales have been good under the 
circumstances. Service departments 
of all dealers are crowded with 


work, the greatest problem being | 


that of getting mechanics. 

To date there has been no mor- 
tality along automotive row, all 
dealers in business at the start 
of the war still going along in 
good shape.

Delaware, which has a similar 
system, also suspended its regular 
program as a war measure. The 
action was taken under authority 
of a 1943 law, which allows for re- 
sumption of the program after the 
war. 


South Carolina, which before the 
war was among the states operat- 
ing inspection programs through 
private garages, has shown inter- 
est in the New Jersey setup and 
may adopt such a program in the 
postwar period. 


Virginia’s customary semi-annual 
inspection program has been tele- 
scoped this year into a single in- 
spection period because of war- 
time factors. 


Besides some 16 states which 
have statewide inspection laws 
on their statute books, seven 
states have laws authorizing 
municipal inspection programs. 
Alabama this year passed a law 

authorizing municipally - operated 
inspection programs, and_ there 
have been other recent indications 
that such programs will spread. 
Proposals for compulsory munici- 
pal inspections were dropped in 
Dallas, Tex., for the time being 
because of inability to obtain test- 
ing equipment during the war. For 
the same reason efforts of New 
Orleans to replace service station 
inspections with tests at munici- 
pally-operated stations made little 
headway this year. 

Institution of a municipal testing 
program was recently urged in 
Milwaukee, with similar proposals 
expected to be heard elsewhere 
when testing equipment again be- 
comes available. 


Vehicle Use Tax 
Vetoed in Mo. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. — Gov. 
F. C. Donnell has vetoed a motor 
vehicle use tax bill on the grounds 
its enforcement was made uncer- 
tain because of the legislature’s 
failure to appropriate funds for 
its administration. 

Sponsored by automobile dealers 
throughout the state, the bill pro- 
vided that the equivalent of the 
two percent sales tax be levied and 
collected on all new and used car 
sales before a title could be issued 
by the state commissioner of motor 
vehicles. It was designed to curb 
the practice of residents of Mis- 
| souri, especially those living in 
border cities, of purchasing cars 
in other states in order to avoid 
payment of the Missouri sales tax. 

The bill provided that a two per- 
cent use tax be substituted for the 
present sales tax now levied on 
such transactions. In this connec- 
tion, the governor cited the pos- 
sibility that no revenue would ac- 
crue to the state from the use tax 
until proper funds had been pro- 
vided for its administration, and, 
| meanwhile, revenue now derived 
from the sales tax would cease.

CHICAGO. — Asserting that 
the “oil transportation problem 
has been about whipped”, Secre- 
tary Harold L. Ickes declared 
here last week that a just han- 
dling of the supply problem re- 
quired diversion of petroleum 
products from the Midwest and 
Southwest to the East. 

“My office has now concluded 
that the time is about here when 
the supply of gasoline must be 
equalized throughout the nation 
east of the Rockies,” Ickes told 
58 Senators and Representatives 
for 32 Midwest states. 


WPB Parts Plan 
Commended by 


Chamberlain 


WASHINGTON.—Commenting on 
War Production Board’s announce- 
ment that sufficient vital new and 
reconditioned parts are to be made 
available, Ray Chamberlain, execu- 
tive vice-president of the National 
Automobile Dealers Assn. said late 
last week, “I am sure all automo- 
bile dealers will be glad to learn 
that WPB has given assurance that 
a sufficient supply of parts will be 
available to keep the nation’s pas- 
senger cars, trucks and buses in 
running order throughout next 
year. 

“Among the many problems and 
worries confronting the automotive 
industry, the growing shortage of 
certain truck parts has_ been 
prominent. We have millions of 


cars on the roads of the country; 


today that have passed what Is 
generally considered the age limit. 
In the absence of new car produc- 
tion it is of increasing need, there- 
fore, that everything possible be 
done to keep our present supply of 
motor vehicles functioning to the 
fullest possible extent. 

“This means not only that ade- 
quate parts replacements will have 
to be made available, but sufficient 
mechanics will have to be on the 
job to make the necessary installa- 
tions. In my opinion the home 
front must not be allowed to suffer 
from any cause during the war, 
and the assurance of WPB that 
adequate parts replacements may 
be counted on is very encouraging 
news.”

CHICAGO.—An outstanding rec-

Announce- 
ment of Cleary’s promotion from 
acting manager was made by Paul 
B. Smithson, president, following a 
meeting of the board of directors. 


A native of Dixon, Ill. Cleary 
entered the automobile business 23 
years ago in the parts, sales and 
service departments of George 
Nettz & Co., pioneer Ford dealers, 
of that city. After nine years with 
this firm, Cleary moved to Rock- 
ford, Ill., and became a salesman 
for Midway Motor Sales, Chevrolet 
and Chrysler dealers.

Akron New Sales 
Enjoy Spurt 


AKRON. — New automobile sales 
were almost double during the week 
ended Aug. 5, when 33 new cars 
were reported sold, compared with 
17 the previous week, and 30 same 
week a year ago, the weekly report 
of the Akron District Automobile 
Dealers Assn. revealed. 

Used car sales slumped last 
week, when a total of 116 were 
reported sold, compared with 265 
sold in the previous week and 122 
in the corresponding week of 1942. 
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Critical Metals Remain Short 
Of Essential Requirements 


WASHINGTON.—Fourth quarter 
allotments of controlled materials, 
completed last week by the re- 
quirements committee, WPB, show 
that military and essential civilian 
demand for critical metals still 
outruns available supplies, WPB 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson an- 
nounced last week. 

“Although carbon steel supplies 
were the controlling factor in mak- 
ing allotments of copper, aluminum 
and alloy steel—the other con- 
trolled materials—the latter are 
still extremely tight,” Nelson said. 
“Copper production, particularly, 
is adversely affected by current 
serious manpower shortages.” 

The fourth quarter “pie” was 
divided among the 16 claimant 
agencies representing military and 
‘Civilian requirements, lend-lease 
and other exports. More realistic 
production programming is_ re- 
' flected by the fact that the over- 
all reduction of the claimant’s re- 
| quests amounted to only 13 per- 
cent, J. A. Krug, chairman of the 
‘requirements committee, pointed 
out. 

“In making third quarter allot- 
‘ments last spring, it was necessary 
to lop off a total of 25 percent to 
keep production schedules within 
available supplies,” Krug said. 
| Requests of the Army, Navy, 
, Aircraft Resources Control Office 
and Maritime Commission for car- 
bon steel, taken together, were re- 
duced by about 9 percent in the 
allotments just made by the com-

‘Packard Profit 
Near 2 Million 


DETROIT.—On a six months’ 
volume of war goods nearly double 
the annual business of its greatest 
peacetime year, Packard Motor 
Car Co. has reported net earnings 
, for the first half of 1943 at $1,974,489 
after provision of $9,913,411 for 
!'normal income and _ surtax, and 
excess profits taxes. 

For the same period last year, 
1'earnings were reported at $3,966,- 
151. However, such figures did not 
then reflect proportionate excess 
profits taxes or provision for con- 
tract renegotiations, the report 
stated. It pointed out that defer- 
ment of these 1942 adjustments 
| until later in the year accounts for 
ithe sharp dip in earnings shown 
by the current six-month com- 
‘ parison.

in occupied countries. 

Total requests from claimant 
agencies for carbon steel amounted 
to slightly more than _ 19,500,000 | 
tons, as against an_ estimated 
fourth quarter supply of a little 
under 15,500,000 tons, representing 
a deficit of about one-fifth. 

“In the face of such shortages, 
the degree of essentiality of an 
individual product, whether it be 
a gun or a cook stove, is the 
measure by which allocations of 
critical materials are made,” Nel- 
son said. 

“It is of equal importance to 
maintain the health and welfare 
of the soldier on the fighting front 
and the worker on the home front. 
Production of goods for both is 
the responsibility of the War Pro- 
duction Board.” 


Road Needs Seen 


Curbing Diversion 


In Postwar Years 


NEW YORK — Highway fund 
diversion probably will be increas- 
ingly curbed in the postwar per- 
iod, it is indicated by 1943 legis- 
lative activity and other factors. 

During the 1943 state legisla- 
tive sessions, Maine and Washing- 
ton voted to submit to their elec- 
torates state constitutional amend- 
ments restricting the use of auto- 
motive taxes to highway construc- 
tion and maintenance purposes. 
Initial approval was given similar 
amendments in New York and 
Pennsylvania, with passage by suc- 
ceeding legislatures required in 
those states before the matter can 
go before the voters. The New 
York amendment would apply only 
to that state’s regular two-cent 
gasoline tax and not to two one- 
cent emergency levies on gasoline. 

State constitutional amendments 
outlawing highway fund diversion 
have previously been adopted in 
14 states—Iowa, Oregon, West Vir- 
ginia, Kansas, Missouri, California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Nevada, New Hampshire, 
North Dakota and South Dakota. 

Besides the 1943 legislative ac- 
tion, which shows the trend con- 
tinuing, the increased road con- 


| struction attention certain to fol- 


low the war is expected to aid 
proponents of such amendments, 
This is regarded as likely to be 
particularly true in states which 
have heavily diverted road funds 
and, consequently, will enter the 
postwar construction era with de- 
pleted highway revenue reserves. 
Such an outlook is regarded as 
particularly significant since none 
of the recent additions to the list 
of states banning diversion by con- 
stitutional amendment have been 
principal offenders.

— The State Public Ser- 
vice Commission was established as g 
constitutional body under a state con- 
stitutional amendment approved by 
the electorate at a recent election. 


Pleasure Gas Purchases 


Off in British Columbia 

VANCOUVER, B. C.—Motor- 
ists here cut gas consumption 
for pleasure and non-essential 
driving in June by 282,391 gal- 
lons, or 13.81 percent under 
June, 1942, according to figures 
made public by Dr. W. A. Car- 
rothers, chairman of the coal 
and petroleum board.

Business ‘MD's’

WASHINGTON. Those field 
men of the Department of Com- 
merce who are now called “reg- 
ional business consultants” may 
qualify for the title of “business 
doctor” if they continue to render 
the kind of service they have been 
giving business firms in all parts 
of the country, according to a 
statement by the Department of 

ommerce. 

Sent into the field less than two 
years ago after a course of in- 
tensive training here, these twelve 
consultants were supposed to keep 
the department informed as to 
what was going on in business in 
their respective regions and to 
keep business abreast of govern- 
ment activities of interest to them. 

But they have done more than 
that, according to a report review- 
ing their past year’s activities; 
they actually have been able to 
show many firms where new busi- 
ness was to be had. 

A company manufacturing safety 
devices, realizing that a large num- 
ber of women would be employed 
in war industry, desired to esti- 
mate the probable demands for 
safety equipment of new design 
suitable for women.

The coveted pennants have gone 
to establishments having from a 
single employe to a total of over 
126,000 workers for a group of 
plants under one management. Of 
the plants which have received the 
award, approximately 7 percent 
have less than 100 employes, 38 
percent have less than 500 em- 
ployes, and 58 percent have less 
than 1,000 employes.

The Army-Navy E came into 
existence a year ago when the 
Navy E, the Army A pennant, and 
the machine tool star award were 
merged into the joint Army-Navy 
production award. The E for ex- 
cellence, with its long background 
of tradition, was selected as the 
symbol by which the armed 
services would confer their highest 
recognition for outstanding pro- 
duction of war materials.

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Reasons for Lower 
GM Dividends 
Cited by Sloan 


NEW YORK. — General Motors 
Corp. dividend payments probably 
will continue on a reduced basis 
“for the duration,” Alfred P. Sloan, 
jr., chairman of the board, report- 
ed to corporation stockholders last 
week. His report also stated that 
the support of GM_ stockholders 
during the trying period of con- 
version to complete war production 
was “extremely gratifying.” 

In a review of the many factors 
which affect dividends, Sloan noted | 
that current profits before taxes 
are a matter of public war policy 
to a great extent. This is reflected 
both in the company’s own profit 
limitation policy and in legislation 
requiring renegotiation of war con- 
tracts, he said. 

Income taxes and surtaxes are 
absorbing an increasing proportion 
of profits, while excess-profits taxes 
and profits limitations tend to es- 
tablish a virtual ceiling on income 
available for dividends, Sloan point- 
ed out in his report, thus offset- 
ting the normal effect of expanded 
sales. 

War conditions, he continued, 

necessitate from time to time the 
establishment of reserves over and 
above those normally required in 
peacetime and in amounts which 
may importantly influence earn- 
ings. 
“Because of these factors, divi- 
dends of necessity have been re- 
duced sinee the conversion of the 
corporation’s activities to war pro- 
duction,” Sloan said.

On repeated tests at the truck 
proving grounds here, and at Army 
camps all over the country, the 
new six-wheel-drive cargo and 
troop carrier “took” severe tests in 
stride, and successfully met rigid 
government requirements. The ve- 
hicle can go through water and 
mud nearly three feet deep without 
drowning out its engine, and be- 
cause of its concentric-bowl car- 
buretor it can climb or descend 
steel grades with the same engine 
efficiency as on level ground, it 
was reported. 

When fully loaded, it can climb 
grades as steep as 62 percent, a 
feat impossible with any commer- 
cial car or truck driven only by 
the rear wheels, the company 
stated. 

The new vehicle’s ability to 
weave in and out of steep ditches 
and mud craters comes partly from 
its “high flotation,” and from the 
fact that the truck is as wide as 
it is high. This same “high flota- 
tion,” with tire pressures lowered 
to 8 pounds, is designed to enable 
it to cross shifting desert sands 
with something of the surefooted- 
ness of a camel. 

Another important improvement 
is found in the vehicle’s extremely 
low silhouette. By lowering over- 
all height, and at the same time 
raising road clearance so_ that 
jagged rocks or protruding stumps 
would not be obstacles to swift 
travel, the carrier can approach 
much closer to‘enemy lines without 
being seen, and can almost be 
hidden from view in tall grass, it 
was said.

Defense as_ protective auxiliary

Ruling Clarifies Status 
Of Canadian Mechanics 


MONTREAL.—Judge J. C. Lang- 
lois, sitting in the Court of Sum- 
mary Convictions, held that Fed- 
eral Laundry, Ltd., as concerns 
the operation of its garage where 
mechanics are engaged to repair 
the company’s 23 delivery trucks, 
is subject to the regulations of the 
joint committee of the automobile 
industry under the Collective Labor 
Agreement Act. 

The company contended that as 
the garage in question is a private 
establishment not operated for 
profit, the provisions of the Act 
did not apply to the defendant, as 
its business was that of a laundry. 

Judge Langlois, in his ruling, 
said the employes at the garage 
were mechanics within the mean- 
ing of paragraph K of Article 2 
of the Act. Moreover, the law was 
clear that a commercial establish- 
ment where automobiles were re- 
paired came within the provisions 
of the Act, though it might be a 
private garage conducted without 
direct profit, he deelared.

PROVIDENCE— (UTPS) —Gaso 
line sales in Rhode Island during 
June totalled 7,858,588 gallons, 
decrease of 1,328,269 gallons, o 
14.5 percent under the June, 1942, 
total of 9,186,857 gallons, figures 
compiled by the state division o 
taxation, motor fuel tax section, 
show. 

Sales in June this year were 
5,961,237 gallons, or 43.1 perccnt, 
smaller than the total for June! 
1941. The June figure is also 4.2 
percent under that for May whe 
8,201,327 gallons were sold in the 
State. 

In the first half of this year 
19,789,239 fewer gallons of gasoline 
were sold in Rhode Island than in 
the same period in 1942. Sales i 
the first six months of this year 
totaled 42,816,277 gallons, compared 
with 62,605,516 in the first half of 
1942, a drop of 31.6 percent. 

A comparison with the first six 
months of 1941 reveals a reductio 
of 31,009,172 gallons, or 42 percent.
